Others say they are badly 
hurt but will come again, by opinion

■net of them killed, just to what ex- 
tent will not be fully known until 
October next. April and May will 
make some serious developments how- 
ever. It is hard to crush Florida. She 
has time yet to make a corn crop, and 
peas and potatoes in abundance and 
the lakes are full of fine fish and they 
seem to be taking pity on the people 
and will be caught. I know this for 
certain, because our party went on the 
lake yesterday afternoon and caught 
forty-two very nice trout, briu, perch 
and one jack fish. Of this catch Ike 
Dunn mastered fifteen, Mrs. Kate 
Adams eight, Miss Lula Anderson sev- 
en, Tom Adams four and the balance 
were taken by Mr. and Mrs. Wait.
